God honored this 
step forward by giving us marvelous 
services. Personally, I feel that we 
have good reasons to offer our humble 
thanks to God for the progress that 
has been made up to this time; how- 
ever, there still remain many ways 
in which we can assist our young 
people. We shall, with the help of God, 
continue to push this noble work for- 
ward. 

First, in order to help the young 
people, we must strive to understand 
youth and be in sympathy with their 
problems. There are two outstanding 
goals that are worthy of the expend- 
iture of both finance and energy in 
striving to come to the assistance of 
the young people: 1. To use all the 
means at our disposal to curb the in- 
creasing number of juvenile delin- 
quencies. 2. To lead the youth to 
Christ and to help them develop their 
talents for Christian leadership and 
for the betterment of the world. These 
cannot be accomplished overnight, it 
will require time, patience, and much 
prayer.

There is some- 
thing within youth that seeks ex- 
pression. In the midst of all of the 
complexities of life, youth seeks to 
find himself and to become acquaint- 
ed with the realities of life. He wants 
to know. He wants to do things for 
himself. Youth desires to make him- 
self felt on the sea, in the air, on the 
land, Youth is on the march, To- 
morrow the world belongs to youth. 
Youth marches forward to the tune 
of a modern world moving at a rapid 
pace; nevertheless, thousandsof young 


people have bowed at Calvary and 
pledged allegiance to Christ and the 
cause for which He died. 


HELPING YOUTH IN THE HOME 

I should like to deal also, in this 
message, with two other phases which 
affect the young people; namely, how 
can the Church help youth? and how 
can youth help himself? but because 
of limited space, I shall confine this 
article primarily to the home. 

Let us consider this phase of the 
life of our young people, for it is of 
vital importance because of its far- 
reaching effect upon the youth. The 
home is a mighty influence, for good 
or evil, in the life of each young per- 
son. If the home is not right, the boy 
or girl will enter life under a severe 
handicap. Hon. J. Edgar Hoover, Di- 
rector of F. B. I., is convinced of the 
importance of home training for 
children, He states, “We need homes 
where children learn respect for their 
parents, respect for law, respect for 
God and the religious principles which 
must be perpetuated if America is to 
survive as a great nation.” This com- 
ing from Mr. Hoover is worthy of our 
prayerful consideration. 

It is sad, because many homes in 
America are not right. Why? Because 
many mothers are drinking, smoking, 
cursing, and have no respect for God. 
What can be expected from her chil- 
dren if they follow her example? One 
of the signs of the last day is that 
some will be without natural af- 
fection. From all indications, this sign 
is being fulfilled before our eyes. 

A young father and mother in Ne- 
braska gave their three children 
away. The reason, they said, “They 
make us nervous.” A middle-aged 
mother in Tennessee, arrested for 
drunkenness, appealed to the city 
judge by saying, “Your honor, if you 
put me in jail this week, I won’t get 
to see my little girl graduate from 
high school. She gets her diploma this 
week. My daughter doesn’t know I 
was arrested.” A young mother in Ari- 
zona was arrested for unmercifully 
beating her baby with a zipper. A 
doctor stated that if the baby lived, it 
would never be normal. The only 
reason she gave for beating the baby 
was that it cried and interfered with 
her reading the funny paper. I am 
telling you, men and women, unholy 
mothers can wreck a nation. A 
mother’s touch can equal that of an 
angel, or the destruction of a beast. 

To some, the world is getting better,

A DANGEROUS TREND 

Jesus charged that the religious 
teachers of His day taught the doc- 
trines of’ men rather than the doc- 
trines of God. That dangerous trend 
in schools of religion is present in the 
world today. 

A dean of one of our Methodist the- 
ological schools in the East remarked 
in the hearing of a group of students 
that he was seriously contemplating 
refusing degrees to students who did 
not agree with the doctrinal position 
of the school. That’s exactly what they 
were doing when Jesus rebuked them. 
Talking of academic freedom, where 
does that kind of attitude land it? 
Hitler was engaged in just that kind 
of thing, preparatory to the war. 

When our Methodist schools begin 
favoring students who copy the pro- 
fessors like parrots, and penalizing 
others who think independently, then‘ 
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will begin the most fatal trend in our 
education that the centuries have ever 
witnessed. 

Our Methodist theological schools 
are practically all liberal. Their pro- 
fessors are, in the main, modernists. 
Hundreds of students go to these 
schools who are sound in the faith 
and honestly believe the doctrines and 
teachings of our Articles of Religion. 
They are true to historic Methodism. 
This editor, for one, lodges his em- 
phatic protest against any program 
or policy in Methodist education that 
would penalize such students because 
of their courageous loyalty to the doc- 
trines of historic Methodism. 

“Bustin’ em out” because they will 
not accept the unitarianism, agnos- 
ticism, socialism, pacificism, and 
sometimes open infidelity of a bunch 
of modernistic professors, is an in- 
famous disgrace. It ought to stop!— 
The Methodist Challenge.

“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap,” Gal.

For it to be revealed 
to us we will have to be born of the 
Spirit of God. “But the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of God: for they are foolishness unto 
him: neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually discerned,” 
1 Cor. 2:14. 

“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed 
to seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy; 
having their conscience seared with a 
hot iron; forbidding to marry, and 
commanding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and know the truth,” 
1 Tim. 4:1-3. “This know also, that in 
the last days perilous times shall 
come. For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, without natural 
affection, trucebreakers, false ac- 
cusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of 
those that are good, traitors, heady, 
highminded, lovers of pleasures more 
than lovers of God; having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power 
thereof: from such turn away,” 2 Tim. 
3:1-5. Is not a majority of the world 
in this condition now? “But there 
were false prophets also among the 
people, even as there shall be false 
teachers among you, who privily shall 
bring in damnable heresies, even 
denying the Lord that bought them, 
and bring upon themselves swift de- 
struction. And many shall follow their 
pernicious ways; by reason of whom 
the way of truth shall be evil spoken 
of,” 2 Peter 2:1, 2. We need not won- 
der at sudden destruction, for God is 
not mocked, nor deceived, and He 
knows just what each one is doing. 

Christ also warns of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees. “Then Jesus said unto 
them, Take heed and beware of the 
leaven of the Pharisees and of the 
Sadducees,” Matt. 16:6. “Leaven” in 
the New Testament means doctrine. 


The Sadducees did not believe in the 
resurrection. “For the Sadducees say 
that there is no resurrection, neither 
angel, nor spirit; but the Pharisees 
confess both,” Acts 23:8. “Then came 
to him certain of the Sadducees, 
which deny that there is any resur- 
rection,” Luke 20:27. The Pharisees 
are those who worship with their 
mouth, but their heart is far from 
Him. “And the Lord said unto him, 
Now.do ye Pharisees make clean the 
outside of the cup and the platters; 
but your inward part is full of raven- 
ing and wickedness,’ Luke 11:39. 
“And he said unto them, Ye are they 
which justify yourselves before men; 
but God knoweth your hearts: for 
that which is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination in the sight of 
God,” Luke 16:15. 

Remember, God is not deceived; 
He knows the heart, and there is a 
time coming when high praises of 
mankind will only seem as trash. 
Nothing but the love and Spirit of 
God will comfort us in the dying hour. 
Therefore, it will not do any good to 
try to deceive ourselves. Christ called 
such worshipers “hypocrites and blind 
guides.” “But woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut 
up the kingdom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suffer ye them that are en- 
tering to go in,” Matt. 23:13. God help 
us to keep our eyes on the Lord that 
our way may not be darkened, and we 
be turned back. “They profess that they 
know God; but in works they deny 
him, being abominable, and disobedi- 
ent, and unto every good work repro- 
bate,” Titus 1:16. Regardless of what 
people say, if their lives and works are 
not founded upon the Word of God, 
they will not stand, neither will it do 
to follow them.

“There is therefore now no 
condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. For the 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of 
sin and death, For what the law could 
not do, in that it was weak through 
the flesh, God sending his own Son in 
the likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh: that the 
righteousness of the law might be ful- 
filled in us, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. For they 
that are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh; but they that are 
after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit. For to be carnally minded is 
death; but to be spiritually minded is 
life and peace. Because the carnal 
mind is enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be. So then they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God. But ye 
are not in the flesh but in the Spirit, 
if so be that the Spirit of God dwell 
in you. Now if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. And 
if Christ be in you, the body is dead 
because of sin; but the Spirit is life 
because of righteousness. But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by 
his Spirit that dwelleth in you. There- 
fore, brethren, we are debtors, not to 
the flesh, -to live after the flesh. For 
if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: 
but if ye through the Spirit do morti- 
fy the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 
For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God,” 
Rom. 8:1-14.

The division did 
not appear until the birth of Cain and 
Abel. The first noticeable trace of the 
division was seen in Abel, the child of 
righteousness, and Cain, the child of 
sin. It has continued throughout the 
generations of the human family ever 
since, and today we see the saints 
and sinners. 

In verse one of the text, we find the 
two classes upon the earth—the di- 
vided race. In verse two we find the 
two laws which govern the two 
classes. There is a possibility of tran- 
sition from one class to the other. The 
sinner can become a saint of God and 
enjoy the results of great blessing, or 
the saint can backslide and lose the 
joy of his relationship with God, but 
the awful results are not worth his 
consideration. He should strive to get 
sinners to come over to the happier 
side; however, the temptations of the 
wicked are always before the saint. 
Much more pleasantly and tempting 
does the evil appear when the saint 
begins to pray for the conversion of 
the sinner’s soul. So, as Christians, we 


are endangered when we begin to 
fight for souls, for it is then that Sa- 
tan begins to fight us and fight for 
our souls, 

Verse six of the text shows the 
penalty and reward of the two classes. 
The reward for the Christian and the 
penalty for the unconverted soul. In 
verse fourteen, the saint is justified 
and his relationship with God frees 
him from condemnation. 

We who are on the Christian side of 
the race are interested in getting all 
we can to come with us in uniting the 
race in Christ. Our most fundamental 
method is to preach to them repent- 
ance. Jesus said, “I am the door.” Now 
if Christ is the door, repentance must 
be the knob which the sinner has to 
turn before he can step _ into 
Christ. Let us, as Christians, invite 
the sinner into Christ, and after he 
has entered we can lead him on 
through the spiritual graces which lie 
ahead. Our main concern then is how 
we can get him to repent. Some of the 
things we can do are to shine for Je- 
sus; show forth faithfulness, sincer- 
ity, and courage. They are the most 
powerful weapons we can _ weild 
against sin. They are found in our 
daily lives as they are produced by 
the Word of God which lives and 
abides in our hearts as we receive and 
obey it. By the obedience of one man 
were many made righteous. Obedience 
to God gives us good influence with 
men. Good influence with men wins 
souls.

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The Millennial Language 


“For then will I turn to the people a 
pure language, that they may all call 
upon the name of the Lord, to serve 
him with one consent,” Zephaniah 
3:9. 

A proper understanding between 
people and nations assures harmony 
and peace, whereas misunderstanding 
genders strife and 
war. Languages are 
the means of com- 
munication between 
persons, or between 
nations. It is obvi- 
ous, therefore, that if 
we all spoke the same 
language, were all of 
one tongue, there 
would be more har- 
mony among the 
various peoples of the earth. This, 
however, is not an absolute guarantee 
of peace and harmony in the truest 
sense, but is a sure foundation upon 
which peace, unity, and harmony may 
be more firmly established. Witness 
the builders of Babel. There was some 
kind of unity among them when they 
were “of one language and one 
speech.” They all with “one consent” 
followed the leadership of Nimrod and 
were all of one purpose; namely, to 
make for themselves “a name.” This 
unity of thought and action was not, 
however, founded upon the principle 
of righteousness. Their unity was sin- 
ful. It must, therefore, be destroyed. 
How was this destruction brought 
about? It was accomplished by a con- 
fusion of the language by God Him- 
self. Their foundation of unity was 
destroyed, their concert action ceased, 
their city became Babel; that is, 
“CONFUSION,” and they were scat- 
tered abroad. Gen. 11:1-9. 

Since the time of Babel, the nations 
have had their various languages, 
with the result that they as a whole 
(the whole earth) have never come to 
any permanent or lasting peace. One 
nation has looked with suspicion upon 
the other, whose language is not its 
own. Go among the foreign quarters of 
some of the large cities of our country 
and listen to the babble of tongues, 
and you will experience an uneasiness 
and will look distrustfully upon the 
people who are speaking. 

A “pure language” will promote con-

fidence in one another, especially 
when it is the expression of righteous 
thoughts, which it will be when Christ 
is King of kings in the earth. There- 
fore, in the predictions and prophecies 
of millennial peace, God has said, “I 
will turn to the people a pure lan- 
guage,” the purpose of which will 
be that the people “may call upon the 
name of Jehovah, to serve him with 
one consent.” By leading the people to 
unite in a diabolical unity against God 
at Babel, by taking advantage of their 
one speech and language, Satan has 
brought about the confusion of all 
things. He is the original “author of 
confusion.” This confusion began in 
Eden, but has followed down the ages 
to the: “present evil age.” God de- 
stroyed their basis of unity because it 
was not rightfully used. Different 
opinions, different thoughts, different 
concepts, different aspirations, and 
different religious thoughts and feel- 
ings have prevailed, out of which have 
arisen the giant forms of hate, strife, 
and discord. 

But God, in His great love for the 
world, is saving out of this confusion 
of sin the souls from “every tribe and 
nation.” Rev. 5:9.Being then from every 
tribe and tongue, they have a different 
speech and language. Their unity must 
be based on something greater than a 
common speech. Hence, we find in the 
Scripture over and over again, that love 
is the Christian’s basis of unity—it is 
the redeemed language of the redeemed 
soul. For the purpose of manifesting His 
power to usward, who are of so differ- 
ent a speech and tongue, and to testify 
to the unbelieving man, that may be of 
another language, God has given to 
the Church, for this particular age, 
the “gift of tongues” and the speaking 
in other languages by the Spirit of 
God, but in the restoration of all 
things in the great millennium, God 
will restore the language, and turn to 
the people a pure language. The con- 
fusion of tongues will pass away. Babel 
will be a thing of the past. The spirit 
of Nimrod will rule no longer. Christ 
will be supreme in the whole earth, 
with the foreign nations learning of 
His ways and cleaving to the house of 


Jacob, serving the Lord with one con- 
sent, according to the plan and pur- 
pose of the fulness of times. Then all 
things will be gathered together in 
one, and a divine unity will prevail. 
Until that time, the world will con- 
tinue with its various languages and 
the Church will need the gift of 
tongues along with the other gifts of 
the Spirit; but when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is in 
part shall be done away. and whether 
there be tongues they shall cease, 
along with the vanishing gift of 
knowledge and the failing gift of 
prophecy. The greater knowledge of 
the millennium will prevail and they 
will all know God from the least to the 
greatest. 1 Cor. 13:8-12; Heb. 8:10, 11. 

Among the things of this perfect 
and greater knowledge will be the 
unity of language. We will know one 
another’s speech. It will be no longer 
with stammering lips and _ other 
tongues that we will speak or be 
spoken to. We shall no longer see a 
fierce people with a deeper speech 
than we can perceive, of a stammering 
tongue that we do not understand for 
the confusion of tongues and the con- 
fusion of war will have passed away 
and the Lord will have turned to the 
people a pure language, by which all 
shall call upon the Lord and shall 
serve Him with one consent. 

Recent research has shown that all 
languages of the world can be traced 
to one original tongue. “The many 
tongues of the world today are the re- 
sult of the Nimrodic rebellion against 
God in the early period of earth’s his- 
tory in the Noahic age of time.”— 
Homeletic Commentary. This shows 
that all languages are traceable to one 
which was universally spoken at one 
time. The same commentator has said 
that the original language has a close 
affinity with the Hebrew language. 
We can well believe this, inasmuch as 
God calling Abraham out from the 
rest of the nations would naturally 
use His language to be the vehicle of 
the convenant. Hebrew is_ therefore 
the covenant language. When God re- 
stores a universal lanzuage, that lan- 
guage will likely be the Hebrew lan- 
guage purified, as said by the prophet.

Yale School Evades Ore Cause 
of Alcoholism 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Yale 
School of Alcohol Studies has held 
four summer sessions, the first one 
in 1943, with an enrollment of sev- 
enty-odd students. At the 1946 ses- 
sion, there were 168 students, who 
spent four weeks listening to 52 lec- 
tures by 25 scientists, sociologists, edu- 
cators and representatives of Alco- 
holics Anonymous, the liquor trade 
and the antialcohol movement. 


The wide scope of the 52 lectures is 
indicated by their grouping under the 
following seven headings: (1) By Way 
of Introduction, (2) The Effects of 
Alcohol on the Individual, (3) The 
Use of Alcoholic Beverages Through 
the Ages and Society’s Informal Con- 
trols of Inebriety, (4) Psychological 
Factors in Alcoholism, (5) The Magni- 
tude of the Problem of Inebriety, (6) 
Formal Controls of Inebriety, and (7) 
The Treatment of Alcoholism. 


The summer school is a part of Yale 
University’s Laboratory of Applied 
Physiology, of which Dr. H. W. Hag- 
gard is the head. Dr. E. M. Jellinek, 
Research Associate of the Laboratory 
of Applied Physiology, has been di- 
rector of the Yale School of Alcohol 
Studies since its establishment four 
years ago. 

The founding of this school indi- 
cates that a group of scientists have 
become interested in America’s drink 
problem. It is highly significant that 
eminent scientists recognize the seri- 
ousness of the situation and desire to 
do something about it. On the other 
hand, the very fact the school was 
established may be looked upon as 
evidence as to how well repeal has 
succeeded in alcoholizing America. 

One does not listen very long to the 
Yale lectures before he discerns that 
their chief concern is about the 
chronic alcoholic. Apparently, the ex- 
tremely heavy drinkers constitute the 
alcohol problem as they comprehend 
it. According to the school, there are 
approximately 50,000,000 drinkers in 
America, of whom three to four mil- 
lion drink excessively and 750,000 to 
a million may be classed as chronic

alcoholics. The specialists seem to be 
chiefly interested in rehabilitating the 
latter, while apparently closing their 
eyes to the inescapable fact that the 
5,000,000 excessive drinkers and 
chronic alcoholics were recruited from 
the ranks of moderate drinkers. The 
Yale experts are reluctant to regard 
moderate drinkers as potential alco- 
holics, who give rise to the very prob- 
lem in which they are so genuinely 
interested. 

After all, by what rule can it be 
claimed that moderate drinkers are 
not as much a menace to society as 
chronic alcoholics. Not many of the 
latter are sitting at the steering 
wheels of automobiles. Therefore, it 
seems reasonable to credit the mount- 
ing number of auto accidents to 
drinking drivers—our highly respected 
moderate drinkers. The commissioner 
of motor vehicles of a great Eastern 
state connects 80 per cent of the high- 
way accidents to tipsy drivers. Surely 
such a hazard to human life makes 
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the moderate drinker just as much 
of a social problem as the chronic 
alcohololic. 

If a limited number of typhoid 
cases should be reported in any com- 
munity, it stands to reason that every 
precaution would be taken to check 
the spread of the disease. The drink- 
ing water would be tested and every 
safeguard used to insure its purity. 
But when 10 per cent of the army of 
moderate drinkers turn out to be 
heavy drinkers and alcoholics, not 
even the scientists become greatly 
disturbed that 100 of every thousand 
drinkers become sick and unemploy- 
able. Surely the production of 50 
or more chronic alcoholics out of 
every thousand drinkers calls for 
drastic remedial measures. 


One came to have the highest re- 
gard for the 38 members of Alcoholics 
Anonymous who were enrolled at the 
1946 summer session. Any friend of 
the temperance cause can rejoice in 
their fine record of bringing alco- 
holics back to the normal way of liv- 
ing. Personally, I want to cooperate 
with them in every possible way. The 
AA’s stand alone in working with al-

coholics. No other group can do as well, 
no matter how much in favor of so- 

briety they may be. 

The fact cannot be overlooked, how- 
ever, that the AA’s and the Yale 
School have the same tolerance for 
moderation, forgetting as they do, 
that in many cases their alcoholism 
was a gradual development from the 
mildest form of moderation. Yes, 
we'll agree the alcoholic is a sick per- 
son, but we still believe many of them 
were sick from overindulgence in 
varying degrees long before they be- 
came chronic cases. 

The psychiatrists on the faculty 
analyzed the reasons why men and 
women take to drink. Some start 
from inability to resist social pressure, 
others to escape reality and dull sur- 
roundings, and still others to forget 
their troubles. Dr. Hersey very aptly 
declared that alcohol never removed 
or solved any problems, only created 
a new one to aggravate those that 
could not be escaped. But not a word 
was Officially said in four weeks about 
the greatest single factor in starting 
so many young people on the perilous 
pathway of moderation—the gigantic 
alcohol education campaign carried 
on by the brewers, distillers and vint- 
ners under the guise of advertising 
at an annual cost of approximately 
$75,000,000. Were young people not 
being persuaded to start drinking in 
large numbers, the liquor interests 
would save the money they now spend 
in keeping alcoholic beverages con- 
stantly before the public by the means 
of billboard, magazine, newspaper, 
and radio advertising. 
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Yes, 
session, received much valuable in- 
formation from the lectures, and 
formed what I hope will be lasting 
friendships while mingling with the 
students on the campus and in the 
dining room. There is a service for 
science to render, especially in find- 
ing out more than we now know about 
the physiological and psychological 
effects of alcohol upon those who 
drink it.

With what knowledge 
science can impart from time to time 
and the inspiration derived from the 
self-sacrificing devotion of AA’s, I 
dedicate anew my efforts in behalf of 
total abstinence for the individual 
and gradual elimination of the traffic 
in beverage alcohol for the state and 
nation.—National Civic League, 304 F 
Street, N. W., Washington 1, D. C.

however it takes only reading the 
daily papers to have this fond hope 
shattered into oblivion. A mother in 
Michigan was charged with first- 
degree murder of her little four-year- 
old daughterY in a bathtub. The 
mother confessed, “I laid her face 
down in the water. I leaned over her. 
I just held her head gently down with 
my left hand. I wanted it to be over 
quickly. She was pretty small. She 
didn’t make any struggle.” A mother 
in Massachusetts said, “I put my baby 
in the attic three days ago. I put her 
there to die and I haven’t seen her 
since.” The child died of starvation. 
A young mother in Texas was indicted 
for killing her baby with a razor 
blade. On and on these shocking re- 
ports are made from different sections 
of these United States. We ask, “How 
can these things be?” We need to 
pray, “God save us; we perish.” 

There is definitely a delinquency 
among parents in this country. The 
women are not entirely to blame for 
this either. Some men are poor sub- 
stitutes for husbands. They expect 
their wives to remain at home with 
the children while they are free to 
come and go as they wish. They leave 
the duty of taking the children to 
Sunday School to their wives. They go 
out and gamble and get drunk and 
their children go hungry. This is not 
right. No wonder many mothers be- 
come so discouraged. God bless the 
faithful, courageous, sacrificial, God- 
fearing mothers of America. They are 
God-sent blessings. 


Our young people, as a whole, are in 
need of more home training. The home 
life of some children is like “hell on 
earth”; but it need not be such, be- 
cause the love of God in the heart of 
the father and mother can make it a 
little “heaven on earth.” A teacher 
asked her children this question, 
“Children, where is heaven?” A little 
boy raised his hand and said, “Teach- 
er, I can tell you, it’s at my house 
since my father and mother found the 
Lord.” The greatest need in the 
American homes is God. 

In many homes, family worship is 
a thing of the past. How is it in your 
home? If you are neglecting this 
sacred worship with your children, 
they are not being trained up in the 
way they should go. If you want your 
children to kneel and be nice when 
the pastor calls at your home for 
prayer, train them when the pastor is 
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not present. One preacher said, “If 
you don’t teach your children to pray, 


-the devil will teach them to curse.” I 


repeat, the greatest need in the Ameri- 
can homes is God. 

Despite the iniquities of this God- 
hating, sin-loving, pleasure-seeking 
world, there are still fathers and 
mothers who love God and they are 
bold to assert, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.” They 
are the salt of this troublesome world. 

I am giving six suggestions which I 
consider to be both practical and 
beneficial if used. It is a six-point 
home program. Remember, the more 
young people are neglected in the 
home, the greater the responsibility 
the Church must assume. 

FOR THE PARENTS 

1. To have a family worship daily. 

2. To encourage the young people 
to read at least one chapter of the 
Bible daily. 


3. To encourage the young people 


to remain for the Sunday morning 
sermon. (Our young people need the 
gospel.) 

4. To encourage Y. P. E. and Sun- 
day School attendance. 

5. To teach the children to be quiet 
and respect the house of God. 

6. To refrain from criticizing the 
pastor and members of the Church, at 
least in the presence of the children; 
it will destroy their faith. 

If we can save the tender youth at 
home, God will have stalwart young 
men and women to continue pushing 
His work forward with great strides.
